poor gentleman with his eight fellow-. 
sufferers to their terrible fate. We 
moved off until all was over. Nine 
persons were thus burned to death, 
and nine others injured more or less 
severely. | 

Another passengér says: ‘* 1 heard 
the-little children screaming for their 
mothers, and the passengers, who 
weré in the ruins, calling for help and 
groaning with pain. Anax was got 
and one or two were actually chopped 
Out of their imprisonment. Most of 
the passengers in this car were killed 
or their bodies consumed or injured.

New York Times. } 

The attitude of the President on the 
Virginia election and its results, if I 
am not misinformed, is this: That he 
hopes the results of the future will 
abundantly justify the promise of the 
present; that the progress thus far 
made toward securing the admission 
of the State, the enforcement of the 
laws, the protection of person and 
property, and yreedom of opinion, is 

couraging; but he is, nevertheless, 
not free from anxiety that these re- 
sults, now so near accomplishment, 
may yet be jeopardized by the activ- 
ity and the demands of the element 
which has been so instrumental in 
the election, which was so instru- 
mental in the rebellion, and which 
still courts power and influence, and 
fosters prejudice and ssion as in 
days gone by. The President has 
faith that the business interests of 
Virginia and the necessities of the fu- 
ture may overturn and neutralize the 
influence which gets its inspiration 
from a worship of the “ Lost Cause," 
Immigration to the State will largely 
aid this result, and protection to per- 
son and property, and tolerance of 
opinion, are necessary to foster immi- 
gration.

Perish by the Sword.” 


Haynes, the Arkansas Highwayman 
“Sent up’ by Clarence Collyer-- 
Particulars from an eye Witness-- 
The Negroes of Crittenden on the 
Rampage---A Reign of Terror. etc. 


About half-past five o’clock ‘Thurs- 
day evening, a renconter occurred on 
Front street, Marion, Ark., between | 
Capt. Haynes, the late infamous com- 
mander of Clayton’s militia, and Clar- 
ence Collyer, which resulted in the 
death of Haynes. The affair is thus 


described by an witness : 
Gollyer was Mc@lung’s grocery, 
where he had _ previously left his 


double barreled shot gun. He had 
been fishing in the morning, and had 
not caught any fish, and expressed his 
determination to go squirrel hunting. 
Taking his gun, which had been 
loaded with buckshot for some time 
he started out of the grocery anc 
walked toward his horse, which was 
hitched a short distance off, remark- 
ing as he did so, that if he “couldn’t 
catch any fish he intended to have 
some squirrels.’’ He had hardly said 
this when he encountered I[laynes, 
who was walking down the street. 
As soon as Haynes saw him he 
stopped and put his hand behind him, 
as if to draw a pistol, a habit of his, 
by the way, whenever he met any 
ofthe young men, several of whom 
( Clarence among the number) he 

ad’ recently threatened to shdot on 
sight. As soon as he observed this 
motion of Haynes’, Clarence dropped 
his gun to a level and fired, pouring a 
load of buckshot: into his left side. 
| Haynes did not-fall, although 
wounded, but turned and faced Coll- 
yer—still attempting to draw his pis- 
tol. As he did so, Collyer poured the 
other load of buckshot into his breast 
and body, and he fell to the earth, 
calling for help. Collyer, on _ this, 
took his gun, which was now empty, 


in his left 

i five or six paces from 
sf and fired one shot at him, 
“he ball taking effect in his body. He 
cocked his weapon again, and leveled 
it at his victim, but the cap snapped. 
A second attempt was, however, more 
successful, and the pistol exploded 
the ball striking Haynes in the h 
and producing instant death. 

** Collyer, after assuring himself that 
he had finished Hayfies, put up his 
pistol, and remarking, as if to him- 
self, ‘ You (Haynes) will draw a pistol 
on me again, may be?’ walked delib- 
erately to his horse, mounted him and 
rode off.’’ 

The affair produced the most in- 
tense excitemenf in Marion, and the 
news of Haynes’ death spread like 
wild-fire, especially among the ne- 
groes. Inatew minutes Marion was 
full of an infuriated mob of them, 
who vowed vengeance against not 
only Collyer, but allthe young men 
of his acquaintance—especially Mce- 
Clung, Dowell and Bellows, who were 
with him previous to the shooting. 
quacs of them heavily armed, and 
well mounted, set off in pursuit of him 
and seoured the country for miles, 
visiting every house and hut, but up 
to noon yesterday they had iuiled to 
find him. | 

The steamer Cheek on landing at 
Apperson’s angele some miles below 
the city, night before last, was boarded 
by one of these parties, and not until 
her officers assured them in the most 
solemn manner that Collyer was not 
aboard, would they allow her to pro- 
ceed on her way. 

A gang of these who remained in 
Marion, drunk with whisky and ex- 
citement, burst open Rice’s store, os- 
tensibly to search tor some of the 
young men. Not finding them, they 
eutted the house of everything porta- 
yle, amounting to about $1500 to $2000 
worth of groceries and dry-goods. 
After cleaning it out they set fire to 
it and left. Fortunately the flames 
were discovered in time to put them 
out. | 

Another gang went to the house of 
Mr. McPeak, where there were a nuin- 
ber of young people sitting up with 
the corpse of his daughter. They 
clatteved up to it in a most boisterous 
manner, gud when they stopped at 
the gate they fred a volley into the 
house. Two young men who were 
present took to the woods, and we 
understand made their way safely to 
this city yesterday. 

We learned yesterday evening that 
a perfect reign of terror existed in the 
country around Marion, and that all 
sorts of excesses were dreaded. We 
were informed that one of the roving 
squads of negroes caught a white man 
near Mound City, about eleven o’clock 
yesterday morning, and whipped him 
nearly to death. 

Thus matters were Standing at our} 
last adviees from the other side late 
last evening. .The death of Haynes 
is the cause of very, very few tears, 
and not a littie gratulation, for a 
blacker hearted, more infamous scoun- 
dre] never existed. He was guilty of 
all erimes that a ferocious and blood-i 
thirsty coward like him could com-} 
mit. 

With his own hhand he committed 
the most cowardly .and eryel murder, 
that disgraced the records of the late; 
horrors in Crittenden county--the mur- 
der of Organ at Fifteen Mile Bayou 
in January last. It will be remembered 


that Organ was waylaid and shot at 
the bri ge one night by a party in 
command of Haynes. His wound 


was slight and Organ asked Haynes 
to send for a physjcian or surgeon for 
him. Haynes answered that it was 
no use as he had but a very snort time 
to live, and toJld him that he had 


peace wi in the cgurse of: 
eight or ten minutes Haynes de- 
liberately put his pistol to Organ’s 
head and killed him. : 

Organ was a prisoner, accused of no 
crime save that of being a white man, 
wounded gnd at the mercy of Haynes, 
and yet he murdered him. Thus do 
the mills of the gods grind. <A fearful 
Nemesis constantly follows ihe foct- 
steps of those who shed the blood of; 
the innocent; and they fall.as Haynes: 
fell, and their crimeé-laden, blood- 
Stained souls are hurried without 
warning into the awful presence of a 
God whom they have outraged and 
insulted!

SUPREME COURT. | 


Condensed Decisions, Reported for 
the Memphis Appeal by H. 
Clay King, Esq. 


No. 48. Vaughn vs. Vaughn. From 
Memphis Chancery Court. 

Ata Chancery sale of certain lots 
in Memphis A. D. Witherspoon be- 
came the purchaser and executed notes 
with security to the Clerk and Master. 
for the purchase money, and the re- 
port ofsale was confirmed by the,court. 
Subsequently, and after the maturity 
of all the notes, Witherspoon having 
fuiled to pay them, judgment was en- 
tered against him and his securities 
upon the notes by decree in the cause, 
and with the further order that unless 
he pay the amount within a specified 
time the Clerk and Master should sell 
the lots for the 
Witherspoon failing to pay, the Cler 
»sroceeded to sell the lots, and John 
foesus became the purchaser at this 
second sale, and complied with the 
terms of the sale. Before contirma- 
tion of the report Witherspoon filed 
his sworn petition in the cause (which 
by agreement was considered as excep- 
tion to the report) in which he alleged, 
amongst other things, that at the time 
ofthe: sale a feartul epidemic~ was 
raging in Membhis, which deterred 
bidders’, and with his petition tender- 
ed and paid into Court the full amount 
of the judgment taken against him by 
the former decree. He —— that 
the second sale might vacated ; 
Loague was madéa party defendant 
to the petition, and moved to dismiss 
the petition. ‘The Chancellor dismiss- 
ed the petition and confirmed the sale 
to Loague, and Witherspoon appealed, 

Held: : 

Ist, That before confirmation, the 
setting aside of, a sale made by the 
Clerk and Masfer isa matter resting 
in the sound diseretion of the Chan- 
cellor. 
| 2d, That it was improper in the 
Clerk to have made the serond sale 
during the existence of an epidemic. 

3d, That inasmuch as Witherspoon 
had paid in the full amount of the 
judgment against him before confirma- 
tion, and the sale having been made 
during the epidemic, the Chancellor 
erred in confirming thesale to Loague. 

4th, Sale to Loague annulled, and 
Witherspoon vested with title to the 
lots.
